President J. B- Johnson wel- 
comed the guests and introduced the speaker, 
Mr. Calvert, president of The Enamel Products 
Co., who talked to the boys. 


It was this talk that made us wish that every 


boy could have been present. The dinner was 
good,,but this talk from a heart of interest for 
the boys, from an active mind and a rich expe- 
rience was invaluable in its lesson taught, warn- 
ings raised and directions given. 


Mr. Calvert spoke of the two classes of boys, 


one back of whom the parents stood ready and 
able to give them every advantage in a school 
way and every way, and emphasized the value 
of such opportunity, and spoke of the regret in 
future years if the boy failed to take advantage 
of father arid mother s help and advice now.
